His advance -forces are seeking to ob- 
tain 'command of the roads leading 20 
to 30 miles east pf Mukden, and ac- 
cordingly they attempted to seize Da 
pass, on the road to Fushun, in order 
to turn the Russian left, but they 
Were, repulsed. , 
, It, is fully appreciated here that the 
Japanese must try for the possession 
of- Ifiukden. as otherwise, it will be 
difficult for them to provide the army 
with winter quarters. Liao Yang does 
Hot' afford sufficient -accommodations, 
although many houses there escaped 
destruction in the recent battle.," Mov- 
~a,ble huts are quite unsuitable for the 
housing of Japanese owing to the se- 
verity of the cltoate. The average 
winter temperature there is 40 de- 
grees below zero, and the col (3 is in- 
tensified by continual winds and an 
"almost entire absence of snow.

"spite of this, however, the' campaign 
fjrobably will continue during the win- 
ter if the Japanese succeed in getting 
Into .Mukden. In this contingency 
General Kuropatkin for various rea- 
sons will not be likely to .allow the 
Japanese to remain in undisturbed 
'possession of the point, which is im- 
portant not only-from a strategic but 
the political point of view. 
-- The movemehts in the 'north are still 
of a tentative and preparatory charac- 
ter on both sides, which have not yet 
icrystalllzed into- a definite clash of 
forces at any one point. • A resump- 
tion of the Japanese advance is now 
"expected to occtfr any day. It is the 
third week since the fighting at .Liao 
Ycng, and the Japanese have had time 
to transport reinforcements from Yin- 
kow and bring up sufficient men to 
the front to replace their losses, but 
it is not improbable that several days 
•will intervene before the armies come 
to close quarters. The interval is j 
"being devoted on Both sides tof feeling j 
•Out the strength and disposition of the 
opposing forces. The Japanese prob- 
ably" will attempt to capture 
the 


passes of the Da mountain range, run- 
ning half way between the Hun and 
the Taltse rivers. The possession of 
these passes is important for the Jap- 
anese, as it will not only enable them 
to march northward, but also screen 
the movements of their troops from 
the prying gaze of Russian scouts. 


The situation at Port Arthur is un- 


known here, although it is believed 
that important events are taking place 
there. 


Alexieff Shares Blame. 


Berlin, Sept. 22.—A dispatch from 


St. Petersburg to the Tageblatt, ap- 
parently prompted by the Russian war 
department, puts the blame for Gen- 
eral Orloff's failure to hold the Yehtai 


mines eaually on Viceroy 


and General' Orloff. 
The correspon- 


dent says: "Alexieff detained Orloff 
on trivial pretexts, so that he reached 
the mines at noon on Sept. 1 wholly 
uninformed as to the situation. Gen- 
eral Samsonoff transmitted to him 
General Kuropatkin's strict order to 
hold the mines at all costs, but when 
Orloff heard JAe cannonading in the 
direction of Sykwantun he marched 
toward that place, leaving Samsonoff

ioki fell upon the left flank half an 
hour afterward. 
Orloff was not pos- 


sessed of a single cavalryman, and 
was completely surprised. His troops, 
composed mainly of reservists, who 
had been long out of the service, were 
uncontrollable and broke, going in the 
direction of Yentai instead of back- to 
the mines.

subsequently dismantled, shall remain 
on board their vessels. They wilr be 
granted occasional shore leave.

Vice Presidential Candidate Formally 


Replies to Chairman Elihu Root's 


Communication. 


Indianapolis, Ind., Sept. 22. — Hon. 
Uaiiia 
>* . A <ui ouiiK^, ifr 4 ietl*?i ac- 


cepting the Republican nomination for 
vice president, avails himself of the 
opportunity to set forth his views with 
respect to questions in issue before 
the nation. The communication is ad- 
dressed to Hon. Elihu Root, chairman 
of the notification committee. 
Mr. 


Fairbanks says in part: 


In accoi dance with the promise made 


when vou formally notified me of my 
nomination for vice president, I avail 
myself of this opportunity to submit to 
you, and, through you, to my fellow citi- 
zens, some further \iews with respect to 
the Questions ir. issue before the peopl$. 
The principles which are so frankly and 
felicitously expressed in 
the 
platform 
adopted by the Republican national con- 
vention meet with my heartiest approval. 
In the main they have been subjected to 
the test of actual experience and have 
been found to be well suited to our in- 
dustrial and national needs. 


The foreign policy of the administra- 


tion has been 
conservative, just 
and 


firm, and has made for the advancement 
of peace. Thirty treaties have been con- 
cluded and proclaimed and bland to the 
credit of the administration 
Some of

far-reaching; importance 


Among the number are the Hay-Paunce- 
fote treaty, superseding the Clayton-- 
Bulwer convention, which stood in the

The convention wisely declared In 
favor of "protection which guards and 
develops our industries," and that "the 
measure of protection should always at 
least ecjual the difference in the cost of 
production at home and abroad." This 
principle has been Incorporated into the 
public law and has become the founda- 
tion of our industrial system. 
It has 
been regarded by the Republican party 
as a reasonable and appropriate exercise 
of the legislative power when imposing 
duties upon imports to discriminate In 
favor of American industries A revtiion 
of duties should be made only when con- 
ditions have so changed that the public 
Interest demands their alteration, and 
they should be so revised as to preserve 
and not destroy the protective principle.

money whenever

Without industriously concealing their 
monetary views, and when Democratic 
national and state conventions dare not 
declare their faith In the virtue of the 
gold standard, the hour has not arrived 
when the forces of sound money should 
disband and leave the field. We not only 
established the gold standard, but we 
provided such safeguards as will main- 
tain our silver and paper currency at a 
parity with it. 


The Philippines. 


When the insurrection occurred upon 
the isthmus of Panama the president 
safeguarded American interests. He act- 
ed promptly but deliberately; prudently, 
not rashly, firmly, not unlawfully 
He 


usurped no authority. He only exercised 
executive power which is clearly vested 
in him by the constitution, and which his 
predecessors had employed under similar 
circumstances. If he had failed to ap- 
preciate our rights, or to aut flrmly and 
promptly, blood would ha\e been sacri- 
ficed, and the construction of the canal 
would have been indefinitely delayed 


The administration m the Philippines 
has been dictated by a broad sense of 
duty. It has not been subversive of our 
national Ideals, but has been jn conform- 
ity with the beat traditions of the repub- 
lic. The archipelago came to the United 
States as the result of a war, and it be- 
came the duty of the administration to 
enforce the laws there as elsewhere, to 
maintain the national sovereignty, and to 
inaugurate civil government. Militarv 
rule was quickly succeeded by the civil 
authorities. 
The people of the islands 


have been invited as fast as possible to 
participate m the work of government. 
We may safely trust to the 
future to 


deal with the Filipinos in a manner con- 
sistent wfth their highest and best inter- 
est, and with the duty and honor of the 
United States.

A Bit of Chalk. 


Did you ever microscopically examine 


a tiny bit of powder scraped from a 
piece of common chalk? Not one per- 
son in ten thousand has the least idea 
of the number and curious forms of the 
minute shells that can thus be brought 
into plain view. The largest of these 
shells is not more than the one three- 
thousandths of an inch in length, yet 
they are as perfect as the pearly titans 
of the beach that are large enough to 
hold a half gallon of water and that 
when empty roar like a cyclone. Some 
are shaped like squids and cuttlefishes, 
others like "sand dollars" or sea ur- 
chins, but by far the larger majority wil 
remind you of seashells that you have 
seen at one time or another. One very 
common form of these infinitesima 
structures is shaped exactly like the 
common conch shell, but it has been es- 
timated tbat at the least calculation it 
is 2,000,000 times smaller. 


A careful examination of different 


samples of any one specimen of chalk 
will generally show that there are from 
300 to 500 species of minute shells in 
every conceivable shape and form, the 
very minutest specks among them be- 


' ing as curiously and wondrously made 


as those of larger caliber.

PRESERVING PEACHES. 


The Frnlt and Hotr to Select It— Can- 


and Hakine Marmalade. 


Peaches differ in size and color 'even 


more than in flavor, and some of the 
smaller kinds ere better eating than 
their more showy compeers- Clear- 
stone peaches are easier to handle. 
Clingstones have much the better fla- 
vor. Tbe pink and red fleshed sorts 
are more tempting after coaking, as iu 
pies and shortcakes. Yellow fruit with- 
out red stain at the heart makes a 
lighter preserve than white and, being 
commonly finer, is better for drying 
either in sugar or without, says a writer 
in the Boston Cooking School Magazine 
in preface to the following recipes : 


Canned Peaches.— Pare the fruit with 


a silver kuife and in small quantities, 
as it quickly discolors from exposure to 
the air. ' It is a good plan to drop tbe 
pieces in ice cold water until the last 
piece is pared. Drain thoroughly before 
adding the sirup. It is always best to 
do up a small quantity of fruit at a 
time to insure perfection in the result 
It will amply repay for the extra time 
it takes. Two working together will 
make the task an easy one, one paring 
while the other cooks and pours the 
fruit and sirup into the cans. The 
peach pit seeds should be blanched and 
added to the sirup, as they serve to on- 
rich it with their flavor. Peaches re- 
quire very little cooking. Make a sirup, 
allowing one cup of sugar to one cup 
of water. Let boil a few minutes with 
the seeds, then put into it as many 
halved peaches as will fill a jar. Set 
the preserving kettle back on the stove 
where it will merely simmer, and let 
the fruit cook until yon can pierce it 
with a straw, but not tender enough to 
break. Remove each piece separately 
with a skimmer, fill the hollows with 
one of the peach seeds, fill the can with 
the fruit and pour over it the 'boiling 
sirup. Slip in carefully a silver knife 
to allow all the air bubbles to escape, 
fill to overflowing and screw on the 
tops, tightening them more as the fruit 
cools. 


Peaqh Marmalade.— If you have a 


quantity of poor peaches among the 
good ones, use these for marmalade. 
Cut them up, and, if ripe enough, press 
through a potato ricer or mash tine 
with a silver spoon. Add an equal 
amount of sugar to the pulp, the juice 
of one lemon and a dozen peach ker- 
nels. Cook very slowly half an hour, 
stirring frequently to prevent burning.

NO MORE CRISP NOTES. 


Imcle SaoTa Netr 1'aprr MOBCT I» to 


Be Soft and Velvety. 


The days of the crisp bank note are 


numbered. Instead of being crisp the 
money which the government bureau 
of engraving and printing will here- 
after turu out will IM? soft and velvety, 
if important experiments which are 
now being conducted in the presence 
of treasury officer* for the purpose of 
demonstrating the advantage of a 
novel chemical treatment for paper 
prove satisfactory. The result of the 
adoption of the new secret process will 
be to revolutionize a portion of thework 
connected with the printing of paper 
money in the Tnited States. Tnder the 
new process it will take ju&t sixty days 
less time to manufacture a bank note 
than under the present method. The 
chemical solution not only renders the 
paper soft and velvety, but it also 
makes it nonshrinkable. By applying 
it to a Japanese napkin that article 
becomes as soft and pliable us a. tis- 
sue of silk. The chemical preparation 
acts as an antiseptic and preservative. 
When applied to old documents it 
seems to knit the fiber together and 
prevent further decay. Under the pres- 
ent process of printing paper money 
the paper has to be thoroughly soaked 
in water. 
While it is in this soaked 


condition one side of tbe paper is 
printed. The sheet is then placed in a 
steam room and kept under a high tem- 
perature for thirty days, the time nec- 
essary for the ink to dry. The sheet 
is again soaked as in the first Instance 
and the reverse side of the bill printed. 
The thirty day drying process then has 
to be repeated. In cases where a third 
impression on the bill is necessary, 
which is required when the printing 
is done in two colors, the wetting and 
drying process has to be repeated for 
a third time, and another month Is thus 
consumed iu its production. Besides 
the delay of this process the wetting 
and drying rot the fiber of the paper, 
and, 
although it is "starched" to give 


it the crisp appearance, the starch soon 
wears out and the bill becomes limp 
and worn. In printing bills on paper 
that has been treated by the new proc- 
ess no wetting is necessary. The ink 
loses none of its luster when applied 
to the paper, as under tbe old process, 
and is thoroughly dry within forty- 
eight hours after the printing is done.— 
Geyer's Stationer. 


Cape Cod's New Obellik. 


The landing of the pilgrim fathers 


at Provincetowu is to be commemorat- 
ed by a monument 250 feet high on 
High Pole hill, which is in tbe center 
of the old Cape Cod town. The May- 
flower compact, the first declaration of 
civil rights on this continent and the 
forerunner of the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence, was drawn up there on Nov. 
11 (Nov. 21, new style). The obelisk is 
to be erected by the Cape Cod Pilgrim 
Memorial association, which has raised 
about $15,000. The town has been au- 
thorized by the legislature to con- 
tribute $5,000, and the state will du- 
plicate any araouit which reaches $25,- 
000. 
One hundred thousand dollars 


will be necessary to build the monu- 
ment of rough stone to the requisite 
height. Tbe monument when complet- 
ed can be seen from any town on Cape 
Cod and will be visible far out at sea. 


The Homelei* of London. 


From an investigation made by the 


medical officer of the London county 
council it is estimated that one in every 
2,000 of the population of the city of 
London is homeless. 


A census of the persons who could 


not pay for a night's lodging in the 
cheapest of lodging houses and passed 
the night out of doors In the streets or 
under arches or In the recesses of front 
doors or on landings and staircases of 
tenements where the doors had been 
left open revealed such a number in a 
certain district tbat the officer felt 
Justified in making the estimate pre- 
sented to the council. On the night

investigation was undertaken 


there were 0,000 vacant beds in the 
lodging houses. — New York Medical 
Record.

Just been completed by a watchmaker 
in Paris, who has made a set of three 
gold shirt studs, in one of which is a 
watch that keeps excellent time, the 
dial bein? about three-eighths of an 
inch in diameter. 


The studs are connected by a strip 


of silver Inside the shirt The watch 
contained in the middle one is wound 
by the turning of the stud above, and 
the bands are set by turning the stud 
below. The most striking thing about 
the minute machine is that it works 
with a pendulum like a clock, and tbe 
pendulum will act with case and ac- 
curacy in whatever position the time- 
piece is placed, even if it be upside 
down.—Boston Herald.

Advance Theory of Murder by Rob- 


oers—Supposed to Have Money 


in the House. 


Bucyrus, O., Sept. 22—The citizens 


of New Winchester are greatly worked 
up over the shocking death of the 
Kehrer sisters, who were found be- 
side the Ohio Central tracks jusi north 
ot' that village. 
They do not accept 


the theory of suicide, 
claiming evi- 


dences that it was murder, and re- 
fuse to countenance the suicide idea 
until a more thorough investigation is 
made. The officials have been asked 
to look into the matter and today it 
will be settled 


The people of the little village claim 


it was thought that the sisters had 
considerable money in the house. The 
sisters did not keep, their money m a 
bank, but preferred to hide it about 
the house. Men have been found at a 
camp not far yway, .where a gang of 
road workmen stay, who claim to have, 
seen several strange men about the 
neighborhood after 10 o'clock MonCay- 
The strangers were walking along the 
railroad track, which passed by the 
lonely little farm house. 


It is al^o said thai a man's necktie 


was found betwec-n the house and the 
place where the bodies were loimd. A 
search ot the house is said to have 
ebown evidences of preparation lor 
the 
morning meal. The vi'.lagcis 


think the women were murdered ?.nd 
carried to the place in the quilts that 
were found nearby 
and that 
they 


were laid upon the track to cover up 
the crime. The fact that the legs of 
one woman were cut off is pointed te/ 
as an evidence that her legs were laid 
across the rail, which is not a position 
a wouldbe suicide would take 
'Ihe 


second woman was not mutilated in 
the least, which, it is claimed, would 
tiave been impossible if th'e body liad 
been struck by the train at all. 


Only a few dollars were found in the 


house when it was searched. A thor- 
ough investigation will be made to 
clear *ip the matter.
